compliance with her requeft, he put an end to her 
mifery, by plunging a dagger in her bofom; and 
that, whilft.in an agony of defpair, he was prepa- 
ring to deftroy his daughter, the guards, alarmed 
by her cries, rufhed in, and prevented the execu- 
tion of his purpofe. . 

The Jury, taking all the circumflances into their 
confideration, brought in their verdict, ** Guilty 
without malice ;”—but the Court reprefenting the
